Wm. Tyndall translated and printed 


the first new testament into English. 


• The priests were trying- to suppress it 
but it was sent to -England in hay, 
loaves of bread, etc. 
They, were burned 


by the hundreds, but still they were dis- 
tributed among the people. Even the 
Lord Bishop of London, unwittingly 


'.' furnished the means to.Tyndall in print- 


ing the bible. Tyndall was burned at 
the stake but his work still lives. Only 
three years after the death of Tyndall a 
bible was placed in every church in 
England..
